MACARTHUR'S 
DEFENSE TOO 
STUBBORN FOR 
JAP INVADERS 


By CLARK LEE 


With Gen. MacArthur on the Ba- 


taan Peninsula, Feb. 23 (Delayed) 
(AP)—The battle of Bataan appears 
to have entered a definite stalemate, 
with the Japanese abandoning at 
least temporarily their hitherto cost- 
ly efforts to crack General Douglas 
MacArthur's line across the penin- 
sula. 


There are at present no indica- 


tions whether the Japanese are 
awaiting reinforcements, planning 
attacks ag-iinst Bataan and the is- 
land fortress of Corregidor from 
new directions, or whether they are 
content to tighten their encircle- 
ment in an attempt to starve the 
American -Filipino defense forces 
into eventual capitulation when sup- 
plies and provisions are exhausted- 


Desultory Fighting 


In the past week infantry activity 


on the Bataan front has been des- 
ultory, while artillery duels between 
Japanese batteries on the south 


j shore of Manila bay and the guns 
of Corregidor and other fortified is- 
lands have been intensified. 
The 


Japanese have fired hundreds of 
shells against Corregidor. 


In the Manila bay sector of the 


Bataan front, which is dominated by 
American - Filipino artillery, the 
Japanese have abandoned medical 
and other supplies -which the de- 
fenders either captured or 'destroy^. 
ed. Hitherto there flss been no ex- 
planation- of these evidences of 
hasty departure, but the theory has 
been advanced that the Japanese 
may have withdrawn some troops 
from Bataan to prepare defense po- 
sitions along the Lingayen gulf and 
eastern Luzon, fearing American 
forces will lana behind them. 


All fronts have been relatively 


quiet, with artillery action limited 
generally to counter-battery firing. 


Blast Bombers 


Washington, Feb. 25 (AP)—The

here today, as British troops to the south fought a delaying 
action from "good positions" along the west bank of the Sit- 
tang river, last natural barrier before the Rangoon railway 
which connects with the Burma road. 


Rangoon, principal seaport of Burma and the capital, was 


semi-deserted following the completion of a compulsory 
evacuation of all but military elements.

Bern. Switzerland, Feb. 25 (API— 


The devastating effect of Russia's 
scorched earth policy, serious labor 
shortages, and the flight of thous- 
ands of potential workers before the 
German Army were reported, today 
to have crippled Germany's at-; 
tempts to sear the economy of oc- 
cupied Russian areas to that of the 
Reich. 


The German press has complain- 


ed of hardships and difficulties cre- 
ated by the Russian scorched earth 
policy. 


The newspapers said also that in 


some areas more than 50 per cent 
of the population departed, with the 
Russian Army, taking most of the 
horses, traccors and other imple- 
ments, and that in Dnieperopetrovsk 
alone 200,000 of a total population 
of 380,000 left tne city. 


Those leaving usually are describ- 


ed by the Germans as being "taken 
away" by the Russians. 


The Nazis also complained about 


the number "taken away" from the 
Baltic states. German sources said 
that more than 50.000 persons, all 
skilled workers or professional men 
such as engineers and doctors, left 
with the Russians, and that more 
than 100,000 left Estonia. 


In the Ukraine, the Deutsche 


tTkraine Zeitung said, the agricul-

VAT ROOMS TO BE 
RAID SHELTERS 


Chambersburg, Pa., Feb. 25 (AP) 


—The 75-year-old underground vat 
rooms of a former brewery are being 
transformed into a vast bomb shel- 
ter by 65-year-old D. Harvey Diehl 
as his personal contribution to the 
war effort. 


He bought the rooms several years 


ago as a storage place and says the 
idea of converting them into an 
air raid shelter came to him "like 
a flash" shortly after the United 
States entered the war. 


Diehl is spending about $1,300 on 


the subterranean chambers, turning 
them, into three dome-shaped stone 
vaults of varying size with passage- 
ways and floor space totaling 1,700 
square feet. The deepest chamber 
is 22 feet underground, and the 
shallowest eight feet. 


"There's no doubt that'the rooms 


will be perfectly safe during an air 
raid," declared the builder. "I'm 
going to install enough cribs to take 
care of 50 babies and some benches 
and chairs for elderly and sick 
people."

CHECKING DELINQUENTS 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue 


has at its command many sources 
for checking up delinquent taxpay- 
ers. One of these is the "information 
at source" provision of the Internal 
Revenue Code, under which persons 
"in what ever capacity acting," are 
required to report on form 10999, 
to the commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington D. C., pay- 
ments of fixed or determinable in- 
come to another in the calendar 
year of 1941 of $750 or more. If the 
recipient is married, and is a citizen 
or resident of the United States, 
reports nesd not be made of salary 
or other compensation for personal 
services unless the payments ag- 
gregate $1,500 or more.

Fixed or determinable income in-

The 
requirements are not limited to per- 
iodical payments, but a single pay- 
ment must be reported. Domestic 
and resident foreign corporations 
are required to make a separate 
report, Form 1099, of dividends or 
distributions for each individual, 
citizen, or resident of the United 
States, resident fiduciary, or a 
resident partnership any member 
of which is & citizen or resident, who 
was paid $100 cr more during the 
calendar year 1941. 


All persons or organizations acting 


at any time during the year 1941 as 
broker or other agent in stock, bond, 
or commodity transactions (includ- 
ing banks vtfuch handle clearing or- 
ders for depositors or custodian ac- 
counts) are required to file annua 
returns of information on form 1100 
•with espect to all customers, depos- 
itors, or accounts for whom or which 
the total amount of the sales of : 
curities or commodities, or the total 
market valus of securities exchang 
ed. is $25.000 or more during the 
calendar year 1941 and each subse- 
quent calendar year, with certain 
exceptions. A separate Form 1100 
must be prepared for each customer, 
depositor or account for whom or 
which business was transacted dur- 
ing the year, and other information 
provided for in the form.

St. John's, Newfoundland, Feb. 25 


(AP)—Forty-three survivors of the 
United States destroyer Truxton 
and the U. S. Naval supply ship 
Pollux owed their lives today to the 
hardihood of men, women and chil- 
dren from the "village of St. Law* 
rence who rigged up a bosun'* chair 
in defiance of the storm that 
smashed the ships, and pulled the 
seamen to safety over a, 200-foot cliff. 


The survivors were hospitalised 


in Argentia at a U. S. Naval base 
across the bay from the place where 
the vessels were wrecked with the 
loss of at least 189 men. 


The story of the rescue was the 


first report of the number of men 
saved. Yesterday's announcement 
from Washington merely estimated 
the number of casualties. 


Word that the two ships wert in 


distress brought the villagers of St. 
Lawrence to the scene from across 
three miles of snow-covered wind- 
swept hills.

WOR K 
Work is the most sacred privilege 
bequeathed to any of us. It is es­ 
sential to our very life—and yet 
there are those who do all that they 
can to avoid it, or to make it dif­ 
ficult for others to work. 
When 
the free privilege to work is ever 
taken from a worker, then Liberty 
will have lost its last fight. 
Abraham Lincoln once wrote a 
brief letter to Major Ramsey, 
It 
went like this: "My dear Sir: The 
lady bearer of this says she has two 
sons who want to work. Set them at 
it if possible. 
Wanting to work is 
so rare a want that it should be 
encouraged.” 
Work today is not at a premium— 
but real workers are. And because 
of this fact many are speculating 
upon what the/ have to offer, and 
taking, advantage of the fact that 
the need is greater than the supply 
on account of the world being at 
war. 
Hie boy who is drawn to 
serve his country, or who volunteers 
to do so, does no squabbling about 
pay or what he thinks he should 
do. 
Willingly he serves and is 
proud of the chance, and does what 
he is told to do. 
Our fathers—the founders of all 
the freedom that we own on this 
side of the Atlantic—were workers. 
Tirelessly, and happily, they worked 
and took it as a privilege also to 
devote a part of their time and en­ 
ergy to the spreading of liberty and 
useful ideas, through the school 
and the church. 
Study the life, for instance, of 
Benjamin Franklin. 
How he ever 
found time to do all the things it 
is said that he did, and to think 
out all the wise things that are 
recorded as his words, is a mystery— 
and yet, when you recall that he was 
but one of 13 children and that his 
parents were very poor, you at once 
come to the conclusion that work 
was the one thing that made the 
Franklin family a success, and that 
gave Benjamin his ambition to rise 
in usefulness. 
All the pleasures and profits of 
this life that are really worth while 
are those gained largely through the 
labor of our minds and hands. And 
in turn we owe more than we can 
estimate to the labor of others. I 
never look upon any important piece 
of construction, work of art, or read 
a helpful book, without feeling that 
I am inheriting someone else’s 
wealth from toil. Which is an' In­ 
spiration to do likewise.

FIVE HOORS OF 
WEEKLY DRILL 


Harrisburg, Feb. 25 (AP)—A bi­ 
partisan bill was drawn up today to 
provide military training for high 
school students, combining the major 
features of measures previously in­ 
troduced by Senator John M. Walk­ 
er, a Republican, and Rep, Elmer D. 
Holland, a Democrat, both of Al­ 
legheny county. 
Walker explained the new bill 
likely would be substituted for his 
original measure now in Senate 
committee. It would provide five 
hours a week training for male stu­ 
dents during the last two years of 
high school. 
Holland said this would be equal 
to the six weeks "school of the sol­ 
dier” provided now for new recruits 
during their Induction period. The 
program would be directed by the 
state Council of Education cooperat­ 
ing with the Department of Mili­ 
tary Affairs. 
Provide Financing 
An appropriation of $1,000,000 to 
finance the training was provided 
in Holland's bill but hç explained 
new appropriations were barred un­ 
der the special session call and the 
money probably would have to come 
“>om the state defense council fund. 
Such a measure was not specifi­ 
cally requested by the governor in 
his 17-polnt war program but Walker 
commented: 
"Whether it comes within the call 
is a matter for the attorney general 
to decide. We'll leave it up to him.” 
Senator B. B. McGinnis of Alle­ 
gheny county, the Democratic floor 
leader in the Senate, promised to 
support the compromise “if you can 
show us that it is really necessary.” 
In the new draft, the Department 
of Military Affairs was instructed 
to loan the school districts what­ 
ever equipment was available. 
"All other equipment required 
shall be acquitted by the several 
school districts by loan, gift, or pur­ 
chase,” the bill specified. 
School districts would be reim­ 
bursed by the commonwealth for 
money spent for “the minimum 
salaries of the minimum number 
of instructors” needed and for the 
purchase of necessary equipment. 
Instructors would not be required 
to meet educational standards ap­ 
plicable to teachers of other sub­ 
jects but would be hired on the 
basis of their military knowledge.

Homer S. Brown (D-Alle­ 
gheny), calling the governor's plan 
“the first step toward tryanny” in’ 
the House yesterday suggesting it 
recess whenever possible, at the same 
time remaining available to change 
any laws hampering defense. 
James said to keep the Legislature 
In session would run up unnecessary 
expense. 
Republicans as well as democrats 
have opposed James’ proposal. 
Charles H. Ealy (R-Somerset), 
president pro tempore of the Sen­ 
ate. told the republican caucus he 
favored creation of a legislative com­ 
mission or miniature Legislature to 
handle the emergencies as they arise. 
He suggested 15 representatives and 
15 senators might make up such a 
commission.

St. John’s, Newfoundland, Feb. 25 
(AP)—Forty-three survivors of the 
United States destroyer Truxton 
and the U, S. Naval supply ship 
Pollux owed their lives today to the 
hardihood of men, women and chil­ 
dren from the village of St. Law­ 
rence who rigged up a bosun's chair 
In defiance of the storm that 
smashed the ships, and pulled the 
seamen to safety over a 200-foot cliff. 
The survivors were hospitalised 
in Argentla at a U. S. Naval base 
across the bay from the place where 
the vessels were wrecked with the 
loss of at least 189 men. 
The story of tile rescue was the 
first report of the number of men 
saved. 
Yesterday’s 
announcement 
from Washington merely estimated 
the number of casualties. 
Word that the two ships were in 
distress brought the villagers of St. 
Lawrence to the scene from across 
three miles of snow-covered wind­ 
swept hills.

The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
has at it* command many sources 
for checking up delinquent taxpay­ 
ers. One of these is the “Information 
at source” provision of the Internal 
Revenue Code, under which persons, 
“in what ever capacity acting,” are 
required to report on form 10999, 
to the commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington D. C., pay­ 
ments of fixed or determinable in­ 
come to another in the calendar 
year of 1941 of $750 or more. If the 
recipient is married, and Is a cit to n 
or resident of tile United States, 
reports need not be made of salary 
or other compensation for personal 
services unless the payments ag­ 
gregate $1,500 or more.

Domestic 
and resident foreign corporations 
are required to make a separate 
report, Form 1099, of dividends or 
distributions for each individual, 
citizen, or resident of the United 
States,

resident partnership any member 
of which Is a citizen cr resident, who 
was paid $100 cr more during the 
calendar year 1941. 
All persons or organizations acting 
at any time during the year 1941 as 
broker or other agent in stock, bond, 
or commodity transactions (includ­ 
ing banks which handle clearing or­ 
ders for depositors or custodian ac­ 
counts) are required to file annual 
returns of information on form HOO 
with espect to all customers, depos­ 
itors, or accounts for whom or which 
the total amount of the sales of se­ 
curities or commodities, or the total 
market value of securities exchang­ 
ed, Is $25,000 or more during the 
calendar year 1941 and each subse­ 
quent calendar year, with certain 
exceptions.
